After nearly two years of planning, which 
included contoctlng all of the church or- 
ganizations that engage In hospital opera- 
tions, It has been concluded that the arrange- 
ment under which the Church of Latter Day 
Saints will consider tailing over the Twin 
Falls county hospital offers the hest solu- 
tion to thls-major problem. 

As tho people have been Informed, three 
proposals presented themselves for consid- 
eration, one by the L. D. 8. church, one by 
tho Catholic church, and ono that would un- 
dertake operation by the community. 

Only the L. D. S, offer, however, provided 
lor any financial participation by the church 
Itaelf. This church has agreed to match dol- 
lar- for- dollar any amount of money sub- 
scribed by the public, up to a combined total 
ot $750,000. The other two proposals would 
have required that all of the funds be raised 
by popular subscription. 

As everyone will realize, It was difficult 
to arrive at any decision that would be en- 
tirely satisfactory- to all. It Is not necessary 
to point out the reasons lor differences of 
opinion. But It la necessary for everyone to 
xeallzo that a general compromise on what 
appears to bo the best course Is the only way 
we could ever hope to get this community 
adequate hospital facilities. 
Every precaution was taken In arriving at 
' thli decision. Tho hospital association, com- 
posegl of ft truly representative cross-sec^ 
tlon or 100 prominent Individuals, famillar- 
lEod itself thoroughly with all three proposals 
before arriving at any conclusion. It also held 
a public meeting to which everyone In Maglo 
Valley was Invited, thus affording the public 
an opportunity to learn ot all the details 
Involved and to express Its preference for 
the guidance of the association. 

We are of the opinion that an excellent 
hospital would hive resulted from acceptance 
of any one of the plans under consideration. 
We believe also that the determining factor 
In arriving at the decision reached was the 
liberal offer by the L. D. s. church to put up 
half of the necessary funds and to take full 
responsibility for the operation of tho In- 
fltltutlon. 

It should be borne In mind that all of the 
churches wHlch became Interested In operat- 
ing a hospital In Twin Falls, tho L. D. S, 
church included, did so at tho invitation ot 
this community. No ono of these churches 
projected Jtself Into the picture on Its own 
Initiative. 

The main objective all along has been to 
get a hospital adequate to meet our needs 
under the best arrangement possible. 

If the people will now demonstrate a spirit 
Of civic broad-mindedness and give the cho- 
sen plan their undivided support, we can 
have a modern hospital ot which we will all 
be proud, and one ot our most serious prob- 
lems wIU have been solved lor all time.
